DETAILED ACTION 

Applicant's arguments filed 10-27-03 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. The claims remain rejected for the reasons of record. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 
The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 27-40 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as containing 
subject matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to 
reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the 
application was filed, had possession of the claimed invention. 

Applicant claims a method for developing a model for the classification of 
somatic embryos yet there is no clear correlation drawn between the data collected and 
compared and the "quality' 7 of an embryo. Applicant has not clearly established what 
the correlation is and thus it is unclear that applicant actually had within their 
possession a method for actually classifying plant embryo quality. 

Applicant has amended the claims to use "quantifiable characteristics" however 
the issue of description still remains. The examiner still contends after reading 
applicant's arguments that applicant has not demonstrated that embryos selected by the 
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classification method using the spectral data would demonstrate the same quality, e.g. 
germination, and thus no correlation has been established. 



The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 27-40 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 

The amendment " their quantifiable characteristics' 7 renders the claims indefinite 
because the claims now fail to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject 
matter which applicant regards as the invention. The disclosed invention requires the 
selection of useful or beneficial embryos using a classification model but the claims 
don't require any such use.
